Tue Orercon ANNUAL CONFERENCE of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church commenced its thirty-first Session in the M. EB. Church, Van- 
couver, Washington Territory, August 22, 1883. 

Bishop Henry W. Warren, D. D., in the chair. 

The Session was opened by the reading of portions of Seripture 
and the singing of the Conference Hymn, beginning,

After which the Bishop led the Conference in prayer. 

A very impressive Communion Service was conducted by the 
Bishop, assisted by the Presiding Elders and Bros. Roberts, Le 
Sourd, T. F. Royal, Flinn, Doane, Denison, Tower, Parrish and 
Miller. 

The Bishop addressed the Conference briefly, and then requested 
the Secretary of the last Conference to call the roll, which was done, 
and thirty six members were marked present, as follows:

Wuereas, We need at least forty preachers to man the work this 
year as it ought to be; therefore, 

Resolved, 1st. That we hereby memorialize our next General Con- 
ference in 1884 to set off all that patt of Washington Territory north 
of the Columbia river and west of the Cascade mountains as a sepa- 
rate or new Conference. 

Resolved, 2d. That the said territory, when set off, be called the 
Puget Sound Conference.

MEMORIAL. 


Memorial to the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church to meet in Philadelphia, Penn., May 1, 1884. 


Dear Farurrs aND BRrEeTHREN,— We, the members of the Oregon 
Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church in Conference 
assembled, respectfully represent to your reverend and honorable 
body as the chief council and only law-making judicatory of the 
Meee Episcopal Church, the following facts, and pray for suitable 
relief, r 

I. Within the Methodist Episcopal Church there is a large an 
constantly increasing number of superannuated preachers and widows 
and orphans of deceased preachers who constitute a class of persons 
who have always been recognized as most worthy subjects of Chris- 
tian beneficence. N 


TI. The Church in its organic capacity has long contemplated and 
discussed various plans for the pecuniary relief and comfortable sup- 
port of those just claimants upon its benevolent contributions; but 
hitherto, for some cause, it has failed to make “suitable provision” 
to meet these legitimate wants. . 

Ill. That these things are true, after the lapse of a history of one 
hundred years of extraordinary prosperity as an organized Church, 
is suggestive of the culpable neglect of a primary Christian duty—a 
duty which the Church owes to a class of persons who wrought most 
heroically to bring about the marvelous success.and grand conquests 
of American Methodism. That something must be done imme- 
diately to remedy the results of this neglect of these honored ser- 
vants of Jesus Christ, or it will culminate in denominational disgrace, 
is palpable to every thoughtful Christian and intelligent philan- 
thropist. 

Your petitioners therefore pray: 

That, inasmuch as you now meet only a few months prior to the 

Jentennial Anniversary of organized Methodism in this great republic, 
that you gravely consider this as a most auspicious time and provi- 
dential occasion that furnishes the “ golden opportunity ” for a grand 
connectional movement in behalf of these superannuated preachers 
nie madee and orphans of preachers of the Methodist Episcopal 

aurch. 

That you make suitable arrangements to raise a connectional fund 
to be contributed by donations and bequests from the people, the 
interest or revenue of which only shall be appropriated to the support 
of these beneficiaries, and that a board of trustees duly incorporated 
be provided as the custodians and administrators of this fund. 


That to help forward this commendable enterprise, you instruct the 
severa lannual Conferences to provide for special meetings for the 
purpose of concentrating the attention of the whole Church upon the 
importance of this movement, and that the people everywhere be 
invited and urged ‘to bring their thank offerings to the treasury of 
the Lord, as a secure and permanent fund for the benefit of the worn- 
out, or aged, indigent preachers, or the needy widow or helpless 
orphans of deceased preachers of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 


That to aid still further in accomplishing this specific object, you 
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develop and organize such a plan as shall alike commend itself in 
securing the “ widow’s mite” and the gifts and bequests of those 
liberal men who are the custodians of millions, 


That without neglecting the claims of denominational beneficiaries, 
this special enterprise of making “ suitable provision” for the pecun- 
iary relief and comfortable support of the worthy classes named, be 
accepted by your reverend and honorable body as the one great ques- 
' tion of Church beneficence for the year 1884, the Centennial Anniver- 
sary of organized American Methodism, and that the whole Church 
be invited and encouraged to give this entire year with its spontaneous 
overflow of Christian liberality to the one great work of providing 
for its long neglected and suffering poor. 


And thus will your petitioners ever pray. 


The report of the committee to whom was referred so much of the 
report of the Presiding Elder of the Puget Sound District as related 
to the Nootsack Indian Mission, was presented, read and adopted, as 
follows: 


We, the committee to whom was referred the report of the Presid- 
ing Elder of the Puget Sound District on the Nootsack Indian 
Mission, would respectfully report that we recognize the importance 
of establishing a school among the Indian children of this place. 
The parents are members of our Church, and many of the older 
children are members, and we owe it to these parents, to their child- 
ren, to ourselves, and to God, to establish a school among them. We 
have secured an appropriation of $250 from the Missionary Society 
for ae purpose. The Indians themselves will help to saistain the 
school.’ 

A devoted Christian woman, whose heart is in this work, has been 
engaged to teach, and we believe that a school will be started among 
this people in the early part of the coming conference year, and we 
earnestly and respectfully request that the General. Missionary Com- 
mittee make an appropriation of at least $300 to this work next year. 
And we also respectfully request Bishop Warren and Rev. C. V. 
Anthony to secure this amount.

The following Memorial was presented, read and unanimously 
adopted: 


MEMORIAL ON THE DALLES MISSION CLAIM. 


Your memoralists, the members of the Columbia River Conference 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, respectfully represent: That in 
1836 our Missionary Society, by the Superintendent of their work in 
Oregon, Rey. Jason Lee, established an Indian mission at The Dalles 
of the Columbia, which continued as such until 1847, when the mis- 
sion station was turned over by Rev. William Roberts, then the 
Superintendent, to Dr. Marcus Whitman for the A. B. ©. F. M., with- 
out any money consideration therefor. 

That, in 1847, the massacre of Dr. Whitman by the Cayuse Indians, 
and the Indian war that followed it, broke up all missionary work at 
and eastward of The Dalles, and compelled all the whites to abandon 
that section of the country. That the A. B. C. F. M. afterwards 
re-transferred all their claim to the premises to the Missionary Board 
of the M. E. Church, the Superintendent of Missions in Oregon, Rey. 
William Roberts, receiving it for the Board. 

That, in 1848, the Congress of the United States passed a law 
granting 640 acres of land to each mission then in possession of mis- 
sion premises, and that, in pursuance, as they believed, of the pro- 
vision of that law, the Missionary Board of our Church laid claim to 
640 acres of land covering most of the present site of the City of The 
Dalles. That this claim, after being contested in the Land Office by 
adverse claimants, was finally decided by the Secretary of the In- 
terior, Hon. ©. Delano, in favor of the Board, and a patent therefor 
was issued by the United States. 

We further represent that, under this claim, and while they held a 
patent from the United States for the land, the Missionary Board 
quit claimed their right and title of this land to different parties— 
mainly at their own urgent request—and received therefor about 
$23,000 in cash. 

We further represent that, after the United States had given the 
Missionary Board a patent to this land suit was instituted in the 
United States Court for the District of Oregon to set aside the 
patent, and the Court, Judge Deady presiding, decided the patent 
invalid. The Missionary Board then appealed the case to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, and that Court sustained the 
decision of the District Court, thus leaving the Missionary Board 
without any form of title to the land. ; 

In view of all these facts, while we fully believe the Missionary 
Board disposed of its presumptive title to these lands in a perfectly 
legitimate manner, and in perfect good faith, we believe that from

considerations of Christian justice, which is higher than legal right, 
the Missionary Board ought immediately to refund the monies 
received for these lands to those by whom they were paid. And your 
memorialists will ever pray.

Rev. H. C. JEnKINs. 


Rey. Henry Clay Jenkins was born in Hopkins County, Kentucky, 
March 5, 1836. 

When he was but a child his parents moved to Missouri. In 1849 
they moved to California, and in 1853 to Oregon, and settled in the 
Umpqua, Valley. 

Brother H. C. Jenkins was one of the first students of the Umpqua 
Academy, where he applied himself diligently for several years in 
the cultivation of his mentat faculties. His spiritual birth occurred 
in 1855, when he united with the Methodist Episcopal Church and 
was baptized by Father Wilbur. Soon after his confirmation to 
membership he received license to exhort, and soon after accepted 
license to preach. He was united in marriage to his now bereaved 
companion in May, 1859, who, with six children, survive him—one 
having preceded him to that better land. 

In 1866 he was received into the Oregon Annual Conference, and 
appointed to the Dallas Charge, and then to Albany, Walla Walla; 
Weston, Dallas (again), Monroe, East Portland Ct., and then to 
Shedds, when declining health compelled him, with great reluctance, 
toresign the highest commission God has given’ to man—to preach 
Christ and Him crucified. 

At the last Session of the Oregon Conference he received a super- 
annuated relation. 

Immediately after Conference he moved to Halsey, where consump- 
tion accomplished its work, and on Sabbath, January 7, 1883, he 
passed from labor to reward. T'wo days before his death, as a brother 
minister sat by his bed, be asked him to preach his funeral sermon, 
and said: “You are better acquainted with me than any other 
minister of the Oregon Conference.” He said also that he had made 
two special requests of God, whom he loved and had served: First, 
that he might be permitted to enter heaven on the Sabbath day, and 
second, that the sun would shine bright and clear on the day of his 
burial; both of which were granted. After the performance of the 
funeral services at the Methodist Church in Halsey, the Masonic 
fraternity, of which he was a member, took charge of his remains 
and conveyed them to the Masonic Cemetery, some six miles south of 
Halsey, there to rest until the morning of the resurrection, and then 
to be raised in power and put on immortality. 

Brother Jenkins’ mental, social and spiritual qualifications were 
marked by continued increasing development; realizing that “ the 
pathway of the just shineth more and more unto the perfect day.” 
His intellectual power seemed to gain strength as he brushed the 
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dews along the shore. Faith and hope in God increased as he con- 
sciously approached the river. He said to the brother minister: ‘“ Tell 
my brethren of the Oregon Conference all is bright on the other 
shore.” His sun went down as sets the morning star, which goeth 
not down behind the darkened west, but melteth away into the 
brightness of heaven.

Mrs. Marie Cruarissp Dinpon. 


Marie Clarisse Dillon, the daughter of Mr. M. Plamondon, was 
born in St. Hyacinth, Canada East, April 18, 1823, and died in Seattle, 
W. T., April 9, 1883, aged 60 years. 

Thirty years ago she became the wife of our beloved brother, Rev. 
Isaac Dillon, D. D., and faithfully during all these years did she per- 
form the duties incident to her position. 

She was blessed with large native ability, which she assiduously 
cultivated by improving all her early opportunities for securing an 
education. In her after life even down to her last sickness she read 
and studied carefully, widely and thoroughly. After completing the 
course of study at the Patapsco Female Institute, she entered upon 
the work of teaching, which was continued until her marriage, and 
even after that she taught, in connection with her husband, for sev- 
eral years. 

As a wife, she was all that could be wished—-trustworthy and true, 
an affectionate companion, a fund mother, a helpmeet indeed to her 
husband. She was a friend of the Church, of its members and their 
families, and a faithful worker therein. She was held in high esteem 
by the people over the wide extent of country where she, in connec- 
tion with her companion, labored so long and well. As a woman, she 
was dignified and gentle; as a Christian, conscientious, steady and 
persevering. The current of her religious life was even, strong and 
deep. Her last sickness touched brain and muscle, gently at first, 
but firmly, unrelentingly and with increasing power until, after a 
year of sickness, she entered upon her reward. She leaves an aged 
mother, a bereaved husband—Dr. John F. Dillon and Mrs. A. H. 
Kellogg—and two children, with many other friends to mourn her 
departure. 

Appropriate memorial services were held in Seattle, W. T., and in 
Salem, Or. Her remains were laid away in the Lee Mission Ceme- 
tery, there to rest until called forth to meet the Lord at His second 
coming.

‘Chinese Work. 


A careful examination of the vast territory occupied by the Oregon 
and Columbia River Conferences reveals the fact that im this region 
have gathered and settled a great multitude of Chinese people— 
thrifty, enterprising and prosperous—aggregating nearly 20,000 souls, 
for whose salvation little human effort has thus far been made, and 
whose numbers are increasing. Moreover, it appears that these 
strangers are of such character and disposition as to invite evangel- 
istic effort, both by the deep need and their willingness to hear and 
learn the Gospel. thereby presenting to us a field for missionary work 
on a scale not yet attained by us as a church in this region, and that 
now is a most opportune occasion for enlarging our endeavors in this 
direction. Therefore, be it 

Resolved, 1st. That the success already attained and the prospect 
of present fruitage justify the continuance of this work for another 
year, and that the conditions demand energetic advancement rather 
than retirement from the field. 

2. That in view of our present lack of men and means to properly 
prosecute this work, we invite the Chinese Mission of the California 
Conference, under the superintendence of Rey. O. Gibson, D. D., to 
assume management of the Chinese work in Oregon and Washington 
during the coming year, and that we request the appointment of Rev. 
A. J. Hanson, Assistant Chinese Missionary of that Conference, to 
take charge of this mission among us for its further conduct and de- 
velopment. 

3. That inasmuch as we believe that both ourselves and our people 
should take the full responsibility of carrying on this work in the near 
future, we ask Bishop Warren, who has seen the field, and Rey. C. V. 
Anthony, our Pacific coast member of the General Missionary Com- 
mittee, to present the claims of this enterprise to the committee at its 
next session, and that we respectfully request said Missionary Com- 
mittee to appropriate to the Oregon Conference for the prosecution of 
the Chinese work in the territory named during the conference year 
1884-5, the following sums of money:

The basement of our church in Seattle was built and arranged ex- 
pressly for said Chinese mission, in which is to be founda good organ 
and other comforts, which have been paid for mainly by the Chinese. 

The attendance the past year has been 129; in the evening school 
and in the Sunday school, 58. Incidental expenses of $50 has been 
paid by the Chinese. The membership is as follows: In full, 1; on 

_probation, 10. 

We further state that Mrs. Thomas and Mrs. Parkhurst have done 
a great work for their Master in leading the Chinamen of their school 
to the Saviour. 

Our mission in Portland has had a degree of prosperity, and at this 
time there is a strong tendency to religious quickening.

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VI. 
Education. 
To the Oregon Annual Conference: 


Your Committee on Education respectfully submit the following 
report: From data which have come under our review, we have 
reason to believe that the cause of education within the bounds of the 
Conference has, during the past year, received faithful attention from 
those appointed to serve it. An increase in the attendance of pupils 
and_students in our academies and colleges; a considerable ‘advance 
in the aggregate of tuition fees; greater effectiveness in the work of 
teaching, and a higher moral and religious tone realized, furnish occa- 
sion for profound gratigude to God, and should inspire us to a still 
more vigorous effort than has marked us in the past, to widen the field 
and to quicken the interest in Christian education in our midst. 

During the year there have been under the patronage of the Con- 
ference the following named institutions of learning: Willamette 
University, Ashland College and Normal School, Santiam, Sheridan, 
Umpqua Academies. Reports of the year’s work have been before 
your committee from all of these institutions except the Umpqua 
Academy. Such items as are of interest to this Conference are here- 
with presented under appropriate heads. Your special attention is 
invited to the report of works and results in the Willamette Univer- 
sity. The year has evidently been one of largé success out of the 
resources aft command. The faculty, with President VanScoy at the 
head, has done very effective work; the Endowment Agent, Rey. F. 
P. Tower, has wr ought with untiring zeal, and great wisdom of method 
in the field committed to him, while his plans ‘for the future are com- 
prehensive and full of promise to the University; the pastor, Rey. J. 
N. Denison, has been abundant in labors for the welfare of the 
students, and has been rewarded by a gracious revival among them. 
The immediate and urgent needs of the College of Liberal Arts should 
awaken the warmest sympathies and engage the most earnest efforts 
of all lovers of the institution. It should be settled upon a basis 
broad enough, and furnished with facilities equal to the demands and 
expectations justly implied in the designation—*‘ College of Liberal 
Arts.” It ought to receive the undivided support of all. the Annual 
Conferences on this northwest coast. A greater number of students 
and a large increase in the Endowment Fund must be realized. More 
specifically we report the 


WILLAMETTE UNIVERSITY. 


During the past year 336 students have been enrolled. Of this 
number 20 have been in the College of Liberal Arts, 28 in the College 
of Medicine, 113 in the Woman’s College, and 206 in the Academy. 
The department of Music and Art in the Woman’s College has paid 
its expenses, and it is hoped that, under its present organization, it 
will aid in sustaining the College of Liberal Arts. The Academy, in 
addition to its self-support, contributes largely to the support of this 
College. The moral and religious tone of the institution is good. 
About 30 of the students have been converted during the year. The 
General Endowment Fund of $72,000, which is loaned at 9 and 10 per 
cent., together with the income from tuition, has enabled the trustees 
to conduct the institution during the past year without incurring 
debt. Yet large and immediate additions to the funds of the Univer- 
sity are much needed. At least two Professorships should be estab- 
lished at once. 
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Five thousand dollars endowment on the Woman’s College Depart- 
ment must be obtained before the building and lands now used for 
this department can be secured to the trustees. A suitable hall for 
recitations in the College of Liberal Arts must be erected in the near 
future. To thoroughly equip the institution upon the plan proposed, 
resources several times greater than any now possessed will be abso- 
lutely necessary. The trustees cannot doubt but that the friends of 
the school and public-spirited men and women will create the needed 
facilities. The University is now only beginning to live. The char- 
acter of its life will depend upon the help of those whose love for 
Christian training will lead them to bestow it upon the institution for 
this purpose. 

We heartily endorse the efforts of Rev. F. P. Tower, the Endowment 
Agent, to endow an alumni Chair of Mathematics, anda Bishop E. O. 
Haven Chair of Mental and Moral Science, and pledge him our ear- 
nest co-operation. About $5,000 has been already subscribed for en- 
dowing these two chairs. This, in addition to the $27,000 of General 
Endowment Fund gives to the institution a total endowment of over 
$32,000. 

We respectfully request the presiding Bishop of this Conference to 
appoint the Rev. E. P. Tower the Endowment Agent of the Univer- 
sity for the ensuing year. 

We recommend as a visiting committee W. S. Harrington, A. C. 
Fairchild, J. N. Denison, W. G. Simpson and J. H. Wilbur. 

We recommend for election as trustees the following named per- 
sons, who have been nominated by the Board of Trustees of the Uni- 
versity: For three years, J. H. Wilbur, F. P. Tower, D. Payton, W.

SHERIDAN ACADEMY.

ASHLAND CoLLEGE AND Norman Sonoon. 


This institution has enjoyed a fair degree of prosperity under the 
Presidency of Prof. Miller S. Royal, A. M. Prof. Royal has won the 
confidence and ¢o-operation of the entire community, and the outlook 
of the school is most hopeful. He has toiled hard with his reward 
mostly in the future. We are glad he will continue in the school. 

We recommend the election of the following persons as Trustees: .

SANTIAM ACADEMY. 

This institution, under the Principalship of Prof. J. L. Gilbert, has 
enjoyed a year of prosperity, and shows a good increase over former 
years. Over $200 have been raised and expended for repairs. The 
Trustees have re-elected Prof, Gilbert for a term of three years and 
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we heartily commend his election. Theschool is located in a growing 
town and has a good field for patronage. Special attention is given 
instrumental music, and the preparation of young persons for teach- 
ing. The fact that thirty pupils in music have registered and fifteen 
students received certificates from the County Superintendent indi- 
cates progress. We recommend as Trustees for class of 1885: R. 
Cheadle, J. L. Cowan, S. W. Bell, J. W. Bland, D. W. Ballard; to fill 
vacancy in class of 1885, J. A. Powell; in class of 1884, S. Nickerson 
and Charles Ralston, 

Two other institutions of learning established within our bounds 
since the last Conference, located respectively at Drain, Oregon, and 
Olympia, Washington Territory, ask recognition and desire to be 
placed by the Conference under its patronage. Your committee rec- 
ommend that the request In each case be granted. The institution at 
Olympia has furnished the following statement, which we submit for 
your further information respecting it. 


THE INSTITUTION AT OLYMPIA. 


The need of a school of high grade on Puget Sound, under the 
auspices of the M. E. Church, has for sometime engaged the attention 
of those most familiar with this field. Accordingly, the brethren of 
the Puget Sound District, in convention assembled at Olympia last 
February, took steps looking to the purchase of a beautiful academy 
property located at that place, and known as the “ Olympia Union 
Academy.” As many of the stockholders of this institution gener- 
ously offered to donate their stock to the church, it was found that 
the building and grounds could be had for about $3,000, which is less 
than half their value. The committee having the matter in charge 
appointed Rev. J. F. DeVore general agent, and Rev. D. G. LeSourd 
local agent. After a partial canvass of the field, the committee hay- 
ing .about $1,200 subscribed, proceeded to arrange with the stock- 
holders for the formal transfer of the property to the church, on 
conditions easy to meet. They now respectfully ask this Conference 
to accept this property and take an oversight of the school. It is 
their desire that the Presiding Elder appointed to the district be finan- 
cial agent for the school during the ensuing year. They also request 
the appointment of the following Board of Trustees: To serve one 
year: James Biles, J. G. Sparks, D. Lister, D. T. Denny, A. Atwood, 
W. McMicken. To serve for two years;. W. J. Fife, J. R. Lewis, Dr. 
R. Willard, J. H. Skidmore, T. Prayther. To serve three years: 
R. Bigelow, D. G. LeSourd, I, Dillon, W. 8S. Harrington, J. F. De- 

Tore. 

The Conference Educational Society has disbursed during the year 
the sum of $20U in assisting young men to prepare for our ministry. 
The beneficiaries of this fund, four in number, have been students in 
the Willamette University. One student in the same institution has 
received aid from the General Educational Society. Large contribu- 
tions to the fund of the Conference Educational Society are greatly 
needed. Young men of promise within the bounds of the Conference 
are requesting aid of this society, who will be unable to secure an 
education unless their request be granted. We urge every pastor in 
the Conference, in addition to the ‘‘ Children’s Day Collection,” which 
we heartily recommend, to take a collection for our “ Conference Edu- 
cational Society.”

Response of Electoral Conference to the Oregon Annual 
Conference. 

Myr. President and members of the Oregon Annual Conference: 

ft am most happy to be the medium to reciprocate to you the warm 
and hearty greetings of both loye and Christian affection borne to 
the Electoral Conference of Laymen by your courteous and worthy 
committee; and be pleased to accept for yourselves and them, from 
myself and those for whom I speak, a deeper and fuller reciprocation 
in this response than words can convey. 

It flows out of the unseen and unwritten language of heart to 
heart. A fountain made possible by the reception and exercise of 
Divine Love in our Christian hearts going out to another, and a 
happy compensation for the union of hearts in Christian fellowship. 

No wonder the tried and self-denying souls of our Puritan Fathers, 
when about to fix the title to the embroyo constitution of self- 
government when crossing the wide and stormy Atlantic, cried out: 
“In the name of God—Amen!” Was ever motto or prefix set to 
human document more comprehensive? Had these words been 
engraven upon the hearts of all their fellow colonists in Virginia, 
Georgia and the Carolinas, as well as in New England and the two 
intermediate colonies and their successors, this nation of fifty millions 
of people, to-day, instead of standing in a ratio of one Christian to 
ten sinners, would have stood ten Christians to one sinner, and the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, instead of numbering one million and 
seven hundred thousand members, would have numbered seventeen 
millions of members. Your committee were pleased to site us to the 
pleasing and promising auspices under which our Church has pro- 
gressed, and is progressing, which is most heartily reciprocated on 
our part. Your committee were also pleased to express their con- 
gratulations on seeing our worthy and efficient sisters standing side 
by side with their brothers on equal footing with our body elect, and, 
pardon me, Mr. President, for expressing that it would be our 
pleasure to see a sprinkling of the Miss Frances E. Willard’s on this 
Conference floor, bearing equal grade to conserve the zeal, purpose 
and well doing of their stronger brothers. 

For fifty years, if Ihave not been a close observer of the onward 
progress of our Church, I have, at least, been an interested one. And 
we have not always had a clear sky and open sea. Storms have 
lowered, and at times we have been made to fear for our safety, and 
nearly all of them have come from one and the same source, viz., 
the fires of agitation. 

I can stop to notice but one or two instances through which we 
have passed, and I wish to notice them more especially because they 
better illustrate the source from which our danger comes, and in 
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which it lies. The greatest evil that has beset us in the history of 
our Church was the direct result of not adhering strictly to the letter 
of a short, pointed, pithy paragraph in our discipline. The keen and 
prophetic eye of the great and wise Wesley, peering on through 
coming years, seems to have discerned the fearful consequences that 
would attend this evil if indulged in. The paragraph forbids “The 
buying and selling of men, women and children with the intent to 
enslave them.” The neglect to heed these dozen words caused a 
thunderbolt to go through the center of our Church more fierce and 
terrific than that of lightning dividing it into two parts and leaving 
one of these parts to be cursed with a greater curse, if possible, than 
annihilation. and damaging the other part more than one hundred 
years will repair. 

And we can add to these fearful judgments a larger share of the 
inspiring cause of the next decade of years agitation in our part of 
the Church, which the blessed Lord overruled and made its settle- 
ment a blessing to our Zion rather than a curse. The engrafting of 
Lay Representation into her constitutional compact with a nicety and 
smoothness that challenges the admiration of all good men. 


So much for this slight deviation from our rules, and by these con- 
sequences let us be admonished of the danger that may follow the 
slightest deviation from our wise, long tried and well established 
rules and laws. 

T am well aware that these sixteen years of harmonious and efficient 
working of the combined representation of ministerial and lay dele- 
gation will be cited to show how safely changes may be made in our 
Church polity. But let us remember it would be hard to demonstrate 
that a single measure passed upon in any one of these four General 
Conferences by the lay element would not have been just as wisely 
done had our lay delegates stayed at home and never set foot ona 
General Conference floor. And this is no reflection upon the wisdom, 
talents or ability of a single lay delegate that has ever been sent up 
to that august body. 

Let me assure you, Mr. President, that the one hundred years his- 
tory of our Church has never exhibited a stronger love for her 
interests and success by laymen than now. Her solid grasp and 
sturdy work upon the Sabbath school, the temperance cause, Churebh 
extension, mission and all other good works seems to fully demon- 
strate this, and as we glance along down the ages, beholding the 
onward moving of this army of workers, the scene is most inspiring 
to contemplate! This, our grand and glorious Church, is God’s 
motor, or a prominent and foremost one, we trust, to subdue the 
world unto Himself. The onward outlook is all glorious and bright, 
and reaches on to the time when that little stone cut out of the 
mountain without hands shall fill the whole earth. 


And now, Mr. President, since I could not have anticipated your 
words spoken to us a few moments ago, aS we stood before you, 
permit me to add to what I have said, that to your words of counsel 
and advice, so wisely and fitly chosen, so touchingly and tenderly 
said, we shall, in due deference to your position, and love to your 
person, accept and do them, and carry the sacred and affectionate 
emotions they awaken along the coming years with the richest of 
memory’s treasure. 

And, in conclusion, permit me again to ask you to accept for your- 
self and each member of your Conference, from myself and those I 
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represent, the fullest assurance of brotherly love and sympathy, 
Christian charity and affection that is in any way possible for one 
Christian brother to exercise towards another, both now and hence.

Committee on German Work. 


Our German work comprises the territory of the Oregon and 
Columbia River Conferences. The mission in Portland having been 
put on a good financial and religious basis, Bro. F, Bonn (the preacher 
in charge) deemed it necessary, for the best interests of the work, to 
plant German Methodism in other parts of his extensive field. 

Chief among the reasons that led him to select the Puget Sound 
country was the fact that in New Tacoma, a valuable site for a church, 
50x120 feet, was donated by the New Tacoma Land Co., on condition 
that a church be built thereon before the first day of September, 1883. 
Another reason of vital importance was the necessity of securing a 
foothold in the largest city of Washington Territory, Seattle. In the 
terminal city (which as everybody in New Tacoma knows is New 
Tacoma), the conditions have been fully met. 

A neat church, 24x30 feet, and a comfortable (though unfinished) 
parsonage have been built, and nearly paid for; the entire indebted- 
ness being only $100. In the Queen City (which as everybody in 
weattle knows is Seattle), a very valuable and centrally located lot, 
60x120 feet, was secured by the aid of the Church Extension Board, 
on which a church will be built the coming year. 

German Methodism having now valuable interests in both New 
Tacoma and Seattle, looks with complacency upon the struggle 
between the two cities for terminal distinctions, with feelings akin to 
the woman whose husband struggled with the bear, wondering which 
should win. German Methodism hopes devoutedly that both will 
succeed. 

It is due to Bro. Bonn to say, that he left Portland and commenced 
the work on Puget Sound last fall, only on the strength of Dr. 
Fowler’s promise to secure if possible from the Contingent Fund the 
traveling expenses and partial salary for one or two young men. 
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That promise was kept and $300 was appropriated, and Bishop Hurst 
appointed in May last Bro. J. C. SinClair of Wallace College (Ger- 
man), Berea, Ohio, to Portland; and later on Wm. Esslinger, of 
Chicago, was secured for the German Mission in Walla Walla, who is 
now on his way to that field. Besides the work in ‘Tacoma and 
Seattle, preaching in Olympia, Walla Walla and other places, Bro. 
Bonn spent more than three months in Portland looking after the 
interests of the young church there. 

Bro. Adam Klippel, of the Advocate office, has done all in his 
power to aid the work of this mission. 

In view of the fact that there are now three men in the field, with 
a prospect that before the year closes one or two more will be on the 
ground, and in view of the rapid increase of German population all 
over Oregon and Washington Territory, we recommend that the 
General Committee in New York shall appropriate for the German 
work in the Oregon Conference not less than $2,000.

On Indian Work. 
To the Oregon Annual Conference: 

Your Committee on the Indian Work report: That at the Klamath - 
Agency is a fruitful field, and an opportunity for a good work among 
the Indians. 

There are about one thousand souls. They are making commend- 
able progress in the arts of civilized life, and many give evidence of 
an earnest Christian life. They have been under the charge of Rey. 
L. M. Nickerson during the past year, and should continue to receive 
the fostering care of the church. 

There are also the Nooksack Indians in the Puget Sound District. 
They number about two hundred and fifty souls, and all of adult age 
belong to the M. E. Church, and many of them in testimony and daily 
life give unmistakable evidence to the power of Christ to save to the 
uttermost. The last meeting of the Board of Missions appropriated 
$250 for a school among them. The money not being available, 
nothing has as yet been done. The Indians have nearly completed a 
house for the use of a teacher, ard offer the use of their church as a 
school room. Arrangements are about perfected for the employment 
of a teacher, and it is proposed to commence the school immediately. 
They are most anxious to have the school, and your committee re- 
spectfully ask that the appropriation be continued for another year.

On Our Publications. 


Many are the wonderful providences in the rise and progress of 
Methodism, but none among them has been more powerful for good 
than those which contribute to the founding and development of the 
Methodist Book Concern. The Amazon, with its thousand tributa- 
ries, sustaining the life of a half continent, carries water not half so 
pure, nor a tithe as widely as the weighty stream of Christian litera- 
ture that rises from our Book Concern and ceaselessly pours its 
crystal waters over all continents to the ends of the earth. 

Its net capital has now reached the large amount of nearly $1,500,- 
000; its annual income from the sale of books is over $700,000, and 
from periodicals over $200,000, and its net profits over $75,000, while 
the circulation of its periodicals alone is over 2,000,000. 

The pulpit, absolutely considered, may be as powerful to-day as ever 
in its history, but a kindred, perhaps a greater power has risen on the 
world in the press. The voice of the pulpit is heard weekly; the press 
utters its voice daily, and, in a sense, ceaselessly by day and by night.

There is 
but one adequate antidote—Methodism is doing much to supply it— 
it is the tree of a Christian literature, equally widespread, throwing its 
protective branches over every home. 

But our people are not sufficiently alive to the importance of this 
subject, and are we not largely responsible for their apathy?

Resolve, That we shall devote one Sabbath service during the en- 
suing year to the presentation of the claims of a Christian literature, 
especially the publications of our church.

The Advocate has been carrying a heavy load of indebtedness that 
accumulated under the old regime, when we had but one small Con- 
ference, and but few inhabitants to support, and while it was yet 
under the auspices of the General Conference. How shall we remove 
this burden? Your committee think it may be accomplished by 
uniting with our sister patronizing Conference in the following 


“ MEMORIAL 


“to the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, to 
meet in Philadelphia, May Ist, 1884: 


“Dear Fataers AND BreTHREN:—Your memorialists, the Colum- 
bia River Conference of the M. E. Church respectfully represent: 1st. 
That up to the General Conference of 1880 the Pacific Christian 
Advocate, published in Portland, Oregon, had for twenty-four years 
been published by the General Conference; that at that time it was 
turned over to the Oregon and Columbia River Conferences by the 
General Conference, that body making an appropriation which it sup- 
posed was sufficient to cover all the indebtedness of the paper atthe 
time it ceased to be a General Conference paper; that on these Con- 
ferences assuming the care of the paper, it was found that the appro- 
priation thus made did not meet the then liabilities of the paper into 
$1,100, which sum Phillips & Hunt were not authorized to pay, but 
which had to be provided for before the $1,500 appropriation by the 
General Conference could be paid; that to meet that amount, and 
provide for the future conduct of the paper, the Pacific Christian 
Advocate Publishing Company was formed, and its members taxed 
themselves individually to liquidate the unpaid balance of the paper’s 
indebtedness at the time it ceased to be a General Conference paper. 

“ Your memorialists further represent that the paper has been con- 
tinued during the four years, and that it has been entirely self-sus- 
taining, and has been a faithful and effective auxiliary of our church 
work, local and connectional, during that time. 

“Tn view of all these facts, your memorialists respectfully ask the 
General Conference to appropriate the sum of $1,100, with interest at 
10 per cent. for four years for the payment of the indebtedness remain- 
ing on the paper at the time it ceased to be a General Conference 
paper.” 

We therefore recommend the adoption of the following resolutions: 

Resolved, That the Board of Directors of the Pacific Christian 
Advocate confer with the Board of Trustees of Taylor Street Church 
regarding a permanent home for the paper. 
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Resolved, That we cordially endorse the foregoing memorial from 
the Columbia River Coriference to the General Conference, and that 
we earnestly insist upon that honorable body to grant the reasonable 
and just requests therein made.

XV. 
Report On Sunday Schools. 


Your committee have examined with care the statistics furnished 
by the brethren, and on comparing certain “ totals” published in the 
Minutes of last year some startling figures appear. If figures always 
tell the truth some alarming facts are disclosed. The meagre data 
furnished by the Minutes of last Conference are insufficient for a 
showing of gains and losses. Enough is given to show a loss of ten 
schools with twenty officers and teachers, and 297 scholars. Your 
committee are loth to believe this, yet the figures are before us, and 
all too large to be attributed wholly to the lack of care on the part of 
pastors in preparing their statistical reports. 

This becomes, therefore, a very grave question. How is it that a 
rapidly developing country, with all its advantages of a mighty flood- 
tide of immigration filling up the sparcely settled sections, redeeming 
the waste places and making the wilderness to blossom as the rose, 
we have fewer Sunday Schools, fewer teachers and fewer scholars 
than one year ago? 

Three different causes have doubtless contributed to produce this 
general and most deplorable result, viz: 

1. Unfaithfuiness in the matter of reporting, which has been re- 
ferred to already, and which is the least important, as its evil effect 
is largely in the appearance rather than in the reality. 

2. The surrender of our schools, teachers ard all to the specious 
but ruinous “ Union Sunday School” policy instead of pushing faith- 
fully on within our own distinctive lines. Instances are not wanting 
where our people have secured the right of way, la.d the track and 
put on the rolling stock of a Sunday school enterprise, all at their 
own expense, and then, ‘‘lest they give offence” by appearance of sec- 
tarianism, have taken on the name “ Union.” And we, as pastors, are 
frequently forbidden to reckon or report any portion of or interest in 
these schools as belonging to us. 

3. Many (should we say most?) of our preachers have lost the spirit 
of earnest evangelism which gave birth to, and formerly secured, the 
observance of, that direction of our Discipline ({ 258): “It shall be 
the special duty of the preachers having charge of circuits or stations 
*  *  * to form Sunday Schools in all our congregations where 
ten persons can be collected for that purpose, which schools shall be 
auxiliary to the Sunday School Union of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church.” If this were faithfully done your committee believe a 
steady advance inevitable in this most vital department of our work.

Report on Scandinavian Work. 

We, your committee appointed to inquire into and report upon the 
status and outlook of the Scandinavian Mission work connected with 
the Oregon Conference, would respectfully submit :— That having 
looked as carefully over the field as time and opportunity would per- 
mit, we are forcibly impressed with its growing importance. Bro. C. 
J. Larson was appointed in charge of this work at the last session of 
the Conference, since which time he has done most efficient work. 
He has secured property in Portland to the value of about $8,000, 
over which, however, there remains a considerable indebtedness. He 
has visited Astoria and Seattle, and, in conjunction with the other 
pastors of those charges, has been instrumental in awakening a con- 
siderable interest in matters uf religion at both of these points. But 
his principal @fforts have been devoted to Portland, and a society 
organized. 

There is already a considerable population of the Scandinavian 
element within the bounds of this Conference, and especially in and 
around the centers. There is also prospectively a rapid influx of 
these people coming to our coasts to become residents among us. 
They are both willing and capable of going into the mountain sec- 
tions of our State and carving out comfortable homes and establishing 
prosperous settlements. They are invariably faithful and law-abiding 
citizens, and what is best of all is that they are of a religious cast of 
mind and of easy access with the Gospel. It is certainly of great 
importance that we plan to make our efiorts in behalf of this people 
commensurate with the growing opportunities. The Missionary Com- 
mittee has made an appropriation of $1,000 to be divided between 
two men, the one to devote his labors to Portland and Astoria, and 
the other at Seattle. We would therefore recommend that a suitable 
man be selected to occupy one of those fields while Bro. Larson shall 
be employed in the other.

J. N. Denison and T. L. Sails, was introduced, bearing the 
cordial greeting of that body to the Lay Electoral Conference, and 
inviting them to a joint session at 9:30 o’clock on Saturday morning. 

On motion, the Conference accepted the invitation of the Minis- 
terial Conference, and appointed W. 8. Curtis, H. Hanson and Adam 
Klipple to make necessary arrangements.

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The election of Delegate to the General Conference being in order, 
on motion it was ordered that a majority vote would be required to 
elect.
